U.S. Auditors Save

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Con- 
gressional auditors report that 
they have saved approximately 
$12 million in their investiga- 
tions of U.S. military procure- 
ment practices in the Far East. 

As a result, they said, they 
plan a re-audit of the military 
departments in and around Ja- 
pan, Taiwan, the Philippines, 
the Marianas, Cambodia, Laos, 
South Vietnam, Thailand and 
west as far as Pakistan. 


Comptroller General Joseph 
Campbell’s testimony in recent 
closed-door hearings was made 
public Wednesday. 


He said his general account- 
ing office established a Far 
Eastern office in Tokyo this 
year to audit and investigate 
the Defense Department's ac- 
tivities in the area. 

He gave the committee the 
following examples of money 
saved as a result of preliminary 
audits in the area: 

“Within the 8th U.S. Army 
(Korea) supply system we 
found requisitions totaling over 
$3 million for material in ex- 
cess of military requirements. 

“We found the U.S. Army 
Signal Supply Center, Far East, 
had not properly fulfilled its 
responsibilities of supply man- 
agement and stock control of 
signal equipment in the Far 
East. When our findings were 
reported to management, over- 
stated requisitioning actions 
amounting to approximately $8 
million were canceled. 

“Based on our findings at the 
Engineer Supply Center, Far 
East, we concluded that an in- 
adequate review and generally 
lax supervisory controls over 


serious supply deficiences.”

The world’s longest submarine telephone cable linking Japan 
and the U.S. will be laid in the mid-1960’s, it was announced 


yesterday by the Japan Overseas 


Radio and Cable System (KDD), 


Exploratory talks on the project were held recently between 
representatives of the KDD and the American Telephone and 


Telegraph Co., which are joint- 


ly to own the planned trans- 
Pacific cable. 

The undersea telephone line 
would be a single two-way 
cable system with a capacity of 
more than 100 circuits, which 
could be increased further in 
the future. 


The new cable may also link 
other Asian countries, such as 
the Philippines, with the U.S.

Prefectural Exhibits 


The prefectural exhibits are 
happily Weeded out a bit. In 
former syears they resembled 
nothing so much as old-fashidn- 
ed general stores, with a little 
bit of everything piled together. 
There are still some which in- 
sist on trying to represent 
everything in the prefecture, in- 
stead of being selective. Gener- 
ally, the prefectural exhibits 
are more artistic, except for a 
couple (notably Saitama and 
Ibaraki) which seemingly are 
designed to hide the merchan- 
dise from the es of 
potential buyers. 

Of special interest are: Chairs 
and etched aluminum and glass 
items at the Kobe booth; im- 
aginative a at Gifu; 
the miniature house showing the 
domestic uses of saran synthe- 
tic fiber, at Fukul; beaded bags, 
lingerie, beachwear and sports- 
wear at Osaka; styled-up table 
pepper-millg at)-Gumma; chil- 
dren’s play clothes. and beacth- 
anagawa. (A little 
sad at Kanagawa are poor imi- 
tations of the authentic Miya- 
zaki haniwa.) Niigata is domi- 
nated by Tsvbame’s stainless 
steel wares—notably styled-up 
serving sets, tableware with 
handles of contrasting decora- 
tive materials, and other depar- 
tures from ‘the standard mass- 
produced knives-forks-spoons 
which first brought Tsubame 
into the export market in 
volume. 

The fact that the Otemachi 
trade fair building this year had 
to be given over almost entire- 
ly to timepieces and photo- 
graphic equipments is in itself 


some measure of expansion in 
this field in Japan. : 
For the first time, Japanese 
watches show up really well, in 
the outward appearances which 
are all that the nontechnical 
visitor can judge, in comparison 


with imports. Perhaps the 


greatest improvement of the 
past year been in wall 
clocks — new styling efforts 
showing a sharp contrast to the 
deadly boxes which were all one 
could see a couple of years ago. 
Hotta and Nishi-Nippon clocks 
are outstanding in this respect. 

The showing of Japanese 
photographic equipment con- 
tinues to grow, to the point 
where even an amateur photog- 
rapher is a little confused. 
One factor is immediately ap- 
parent: A couple of years ago 
there were a dozen or more re- 
flex brands with substantially

The Plastics Hall is disap- 
pointing only in the lack of con- 
sumer goods displayed. Kitchen- 
ware and similar gadgetry, it ap- 
pears, are not the prime objec- 
tive of the industry’s display 
this year. The emphasis is dis- 
tinctly on fabricating miachin- 
ery, and on building materials, 
industrial plastic products, etc.

Foremost Industrial Area 


OSAKA—A big change is 


tak place in the industriai 
compiex of the Kansai area. It 
is a switch from a structure 


mainly composed of light indus 
tries to one dominated by héavy 
industries 

The primary driving force for 
the transformation comes from 
big iron and steel companies. 

Practically all of Japan's 
major tron and steel ufac- 
turers have already into 
the Kansai area or have plans 
to start full-scale iron and steel! 
production there. 

The t Yawata Iron and 
Steel recently signed an 
agreement with the Osaka Pre 
fectural Government on the 

= of reclaimed land near 

al. 

Yawata will start the con- 
struction of the first 1,000-ton 
blast furnace neXt year on the 
newly purchased ground. UlIti- 
mate plans are that it will have 
a complete facilities for steel 
production centering on ‘two 
1,000-ton furnaces. 

The completion of the fur- 
nace is scheduled for 1962. Its 
construction cost is estimated at 
about ¥6,000 million. 

Yawata’s advance has touch- 
ed off the rush of other major 
irom and steel manufactures to 
the Kansai area 

Now, the Fuji Iron and Steel, 
Kawasaki Steel tion, 
Kobe Steel Works, Sumitomo 
Metal, Amagasaki Steel and 
Nakayama Steel companies are 
shaping plang to build plants 
on various points along the 
Osaka Bay shores and the coasts 
of Wakayama and Hyogo prefec- 
tures facing the Inland Sea. 

The Kansai area tops the two 
other steel producing centers 
of Kanto and Kyushu in the 
output of crude steel and steel 
products, while surpassed by 
Kyushu in the production of 
blast furnace iron. 

Steel manufacturers in the 
Kansai area depend on Kyushu 
and Kanto for pig iron. 

Conscious of this gap in the 
“tupply of pig iron, all major 
iron and steel companies place 
the central emphasis of their 


extension plans in the Kansai 
area on ‘the construction of 
blast furnaces. 

Together, the companies in 
this area own seven biast 
furnaces with a combined capa- 
city of 4,500 tons, 

In March 1906, the Fuji Iron 
and Steel Co. Lid. is scheduled 
to build a new blast furnace in 
Hirohata, Hyogo Prefecture; 
the Sumitomo Metal Industries, 
Lid., in Wakayama in Septem- 
ber, 1961; and the Yawata Iron 
and Steel Co., Lid., in Sakai in 
1962. The steel makers of Kan- 
sai are also planning to invest 
substantially in facilities under 
a longrange program for 
streamlining operations. 

By 1965, over 20 biast 
furnaces are expected to line 
the coast from Hirohata to 
Wakayama and boost the area’s 
smelting capacity to three 
times its present figure. When 
that happens, Kansai will be- 
come e foremost industrial 

zone in Japan. 

The increased output of pig 
iron will be accompanied by an 
expansion in the facilities for 
manufacturing and rolling steel. 

The Kobe Steel Works Ld. 
and Sumitomo Metal Industries 
Ltd. are planning to launch the 
production of steel plate at their 
Wakayama plants and develop 
themseives into general steel 
material makers by expanding 
their rclling facilities. 

The Kawasaki Steel Corpora- 
tion plans to boost its facilities 
for production of thick plates, 
its facilities for rolling special 
steel in low temperature and 
also set up new facilities for pro- 
duction of spiral welding tubes. 

The Central Glass Co. and the 
Noda Cement Co. are now build- 
ing plants along the coast of 
Sakai, and the Kubota Iron and 
Machinery Works, Ltd. is plan- 
ning to ‘build a factory there. 

In the’ future, a gigantic in- 
dustrial zone, comparable jin 
scale to Kawasaki and Yawata, 
can be expected to = up 
along the coast extending from 
Osaka to Sakai.

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Relations With Peiping 


Both Prime Minister Kishi and Foreign Minister Fuji- 
yama referred on Wednesday at the gubernatorial con- 
ference to the vexed question of Japan's relations with Com- 
munist China. 


The Prime Minister is reported as saying that he ex- 
pected relations would be resumed “on the basis of respect 
for each other’s independence.” Mr. Fujiyama hoped that 
Communist China would try to find “realistic means” of 
breaking through the impasse in its relations with Japan. 
Should Peiping take an “elastic stand,” he said, Japan would 
take proper steps for resumption of trade between the two 
countries by taking into consideration further develop- 
ments of the situation. 


The statements of both ministers are retieg pau. 
The Prime Minister does not say on what basis places 
his expectations and the Foreign Minister leaves one to 
imagine just what is the precise meaning of “realistic 
means” and an “elastic stand.” The recent changes in the 
Peiping Government have hardly been such as to lead us 
to expect a softer attitude toward this country. The new 
Chairman of the People’s Government, Mr. Liu Shao-chi, 
although he is not believed to harbor any special animus 
against this country, is a dyed-in-the-wool Marxist and, as 
such, thinks of trade in a political setting. Moreover, all 
the evidence points to Mr. Mao Tse-tung being still the 
chief exponent of Red Chinese policy, and there is no 
doubt that the policy adopted in Peiping toward Japan of 
recent years has had his approval. Moreover, the continued 
criticism of the Kishi Government in Peiping official circles 
would seem to indicate that the Communist regime prefers 
the present strained relations and lack of trade with this 
country to any agreement to eschew politics and be as 
friendly as possible. ; 

So far as Japan is concerned, the conditions for im- 
proved relations should be abundantly clear. Japan wants 
no kind of political strife or ideological irritation. She is 
willing and ready to trade on fair terms with the Chinese 
mainland and even to accept the somewhat cumbrous trade 
methods propounded in the past by the Peiping authorities, 
so long as these do not imply any concession of a political 
nature on her part. She is still ready to meet Peiping’s 
ideas on the question of the payments involved in Sino- 
Japanese trade. 


Like other Asian nations, Japan has sustained some- 
thing of a shock through the Peiping Government’s ruth- 
less actions in Tibet but there is, nevertheless, a consider- 
able desire in this country fot what cultural relations are 
reasonably possible with Communist China. In view of the 
agelong connections between the two countries such a wish 
is understandable but here again the fear of subversive 
political influences cannot be ruled out. Japan does not 
want people to come here from Red China, ostensibly on 
cultural missions, who on arrival would try to meddle in 
Japanese political matters. Japan herself, has, of course, no 
wish to influence politically the condition of affairs now 
prevailing on the mainland. Peiping’s political ideas, she 
says, so long as they are not introduced here, are no con- 
cern of hers. 


Any suggestion that Japan is offering herself as a base 
for an eventual attack on Communist China, or any other 
Communist country, is as absurd as it is wrong. The gen- 
eral opinion in Japan is that the Red regime has come to 
stay on the Chinese mainland and that Japan’s task is to 

try and live amicably with it as a next-door neighbor with- 
out abandoning her own democratic preferences. 


In all these circumstances, it seems clear that the next 
definite move for the resumption of better relations must 
come from the Peiping Government which chose to break 
off trade between the two countries more in a fit of chagrin 
than anything else. Will Peiping make the necessary move? 
Apparently Prime Minister Kishi thinks so. But a prere- 
ae would seem to be that Red China must realize 

t it cannot hope to extend its political system to Japan 
and that the leftist suggestion of a security pact to be 
participated in by Japan, the United States, Red China and 
Soviet Russia is not practical politics. 


We will not attempt to raise false hopes by pretending 
that even if Peiping should agree to the resumption of eco- 
nomic relations on a strictly nonpolitical basis, trade re- 
turns would be likely to be very large. Red China’s policy 
is undoubtedly to import as little as possible except from 
Soviet Russia. That has been the experience of most of 
the Western nations that have endeavored to sell the coun- 
try monstrategic industrial goods. On the other hand, 
Peiping has been increasing the country’s exports, even 
with profitless returns, for obvious political purposes—so 
much so, in fact, that several Asian states have felt called 
upon to take protective measures. 


Despite the unfavorable factors, however, we would 
welcome all suitable economic exchanges, if Peiping would 


consent to reverse its exclusive policy and allow normal 
business to proceed.

The West and East held their 
foreign ministers meetings in 
Paris and Warsaw, respectively, 
in preparation for the Geneva 
meeting of the two camps’ for- 
eign ministers scheduled for 
May 11. Communist foreign 
ministers met in Warsaw to 
hear the Soviet Union explain 
ite fundamental policy toward 
the West-East meeting, while 
the West's foreign ministers 
gathered to iron out differences 
on the German problems. We 
hope that the foreign ministers’ 
conference will pave the way 
for a summit conference design- 
ed to solve the German prob- 
lems. Without solving the Ger- 
man problem it will be impos- 
sible to ease the world situa- 
tion. —Chubu Nippon Shimbun

Disunity in Allied Camp, Nuclear Tests and Mideast in Spotlight 


Disunity in the West on the 
eve of Geneva, East-West joc- 
keying on the suspension of 
nuclear testing, and impending 
trouble in the Middle East: 
these were the questions in the 
spotlight last week. 


Prelude to Geneva 

The opening of the Western 
foreign ministers’ conference 
in Paris last week evoked wide- 
spread commentary on the 
manifest disunity in the Allied 
camp. Most observers thought 
the U.S. Secretary of State faced 
a formidable task in trying to 
refashion a badly splintered 
Western policy into a solid plat- 
form from which to confront 
the Soviet Union at Geneva, 


Cc. L. Suleberger, in the New 
York Times, noted that the 
“wide chasm between London's 
ideas and those of Paris and 
Bonn” still remained, and that 
Washington had failed so far to 
reconcile the differences. Just 
a year ago, when another sum- 
mit conference had been pro- 

, Western negotiating 
plans included the reunification 
of Germany, limitation on the 
use of the veto in the U.N., and 
the question of Soviet conduct 
in Eastern Europe, among other 
things. All of these positions 
have now been shelved, even 
before facing the Soviets in the 
conference room. “These points 
have been granted ahead of 
talks as a consequence of Al- 
lied disagreements and the dy- 
namism of Soviet diplomacy. 
Announcement of the _ time- 
bomb ultimatum on Berlin has 
brought us to the council table 
at a time of maximum incon- 
venience.” 


There are indications, said 


Sulzberger, that the Western 
powers, in exchange for some 


‘seemingly reassuring agreement 


with the Russians on Berlin, 
are ready to make concessions 
on a number of major issues, 
including “de facto recognition 
of East Germany ... the whole 
framework of disarmament and 
disengagement ..,. and the 
question of German unification.” 
“And if we yield, the balance 
of power will change.” We will 
be able to say temporarily that 
we kept West Berlin, but 
“surely and predictably Moscow 
will again turn tight the screws 
on that essentially untenable 
position.” 

Despite “official silence and 
unofficial assurances,” wrote 
Marquis Childs in the Washing- 
ton Post and Times Herald, the 
Western negotiating stance is 
far from satisfactory. The 
original British proposals have 
been eroded away almost to 
nothing by opposition within 
the alliance , 


The re working 
group which met in London 
recently, according to an un- 
official report, was able to agree 
only on “a minimum proposal 
for some sort of arms limita- 
tion and inspection in Central 
Europe made conditional on a 
phased reunification of the two 
Germanys.” The latter will 
never be acceptable to the Rus-

negotiations, 

“While the Western foreign 
ministers at their meeting in 
Paris this week will try to put 
a little more attractive wrap- 
ping on the Western negotiat- 
ing package, it will remain a 
pretty empty proposition.” The 
Soviet position at Geneva will 
contain nothing new, and the 
meeting “will be a confronta- 
tion of sharply differing views 
with no suggestio 
tion.” 

David Lawrence, in his syn- 
dicated column, felt “the world 
is in for a disillusionment” if 
it thinks that “negotiations” 
will take place at Geneva or 
at the summit, “The Moscow 
game is to use the Geneva con- 
ference for propaganda to force 
a summit meeting in July and 
thereby * make more pro 
paganda.” The Allies will have 
a number of proposals to make, 
but the Soviets, who never 
yield anything of substance, 
will be immovable. “The area 
of discussion at Geneva will be 
wide enough for the Soviets to 
propose new ways out of the 
Berlin dilemma, but on the 
basic principle—that West 
Berlin must remain free—there 
will be no retreat by the West.” 


Joseph Alsop, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, main- 
tained that Allied disunity was 
on tactics more than on sub- 
stance but important never- 
theless. “The British wish to 
open the negotiations with the 
Soviets by offering concessions, 
to show good will; and they 
argue that a revision of the 
status of Berlin is positively 
desirable. The other allies 
hold that it is a mistake to open 
any bargaining session by offer- 
ing concessions, which will 
only be taken as the prelude to 
further concessions.” It is up 
to Christian Herter to fashion 
a Western front strong enough 
to stand up under Soviet pres- 
sure at the coming negotiations, 
Alsop was hopeful that Herter 
would “find some way to resolve 
this intra-Allied difference” dur- 
ing the course of the Paris meet- 


Edgar Ansel Mowrer, in his 
syndicated column, declared 
that Herter’s job in Paris was 
to “stiffen Macmillan’s back.” 
“It would be disastrous for the 


-Allies to enter any negotiations 


with the Communists in their 

t divided state,” but per- 

ps Herter, backed by the 

power of the U.S., can “manage 

to get our three European allies 
into line.” 


“What is at stake in the com- 
ing months,” said Mowrer, “is 
not merely the future of West 
Berlin or even of West Ger- 
many .. . but the utility of 
negotiating anything with the 
USSR.” Optimists ask what is 
the harm in trying: but “pes- 
simists on this point, like this 
writer, answer: the harm lies in 
confirming the Soviet belief 
that they can, by persistence, 
finally wear down the West, 
whereas the only way to make 
them desist from their aggres- 
sion is by stern defiance and

The ng 
shortages are generally attribut- 
ed to the conformance program 
started on Feb. 10 b 
Maritime Association against 
the unions, But actually in the 
last two months since then, 
there has been a noticeable im- 
provement in gang shortages 
to some extent, individual pro- 
duction for each man-hour be 
ing improved and general effici- 
ency in loading and unloading 
activities increased. 

In March there was a sudden 
influx of vessels into Los Ange- 
les of about 20 per cent over 
the number in rch a year 
ago. At the same time, géneral 
cargo tonnage increased to the 
highest point: since mid-1957. 
factors combined to 
ereate the acute gang shortage 
conditions temporarily.

Nuclear Diplomacy 

Khrushchev's rejection of 
Eisenhower's proposal to pro- 
hibit nuclear explosions under 
water and up to 30 miles above 
the earth, coupled with his ac- 
ceptance of the British idea of 
a limited number of veto-free 
inspections, was taken by some 
as an Overt attempt to split the 
Allies on the vital question of 
policing a ban on further test- 


Joseph Lash, in the New 
York Post, noted that the major 
obstacle to a ban on nuclear 
bomb testing has been the Rus- 
sian demand for a veto over 
the operations of the control 
system and “resistance to the 
idea of on-the-spot inspections.” 
Khrushchev's acceptance of the 
unofficial British proposal, 
which would place a ceiling on 
the number of inspections made 
each year, might be a conces- 
sion. But Khrushchev says 
there would naturally be only 
a few such inspections. “How 
many is ‘few'?” is just one of 
the questions to be ironed out 
with the Soviets. 

Henry 8S. Hayward, chief of 
the London bureau of the 
Christian Science Monitor, re- 
ported that Khrushchev is be- 
ing credited with having made 
a clever move “calculated to 
embarrass and- divide the top 
members of the alliance.” Brit- 
ish officials say that Macmillan 
“was merely thinking out loud” 
when he suggested to Khrush- 
chev the quota on veto-free in- 
spections. That the Soyiets 
have made use of this to to 
divide the Western powers has 
led to concern in London that 
Khrushchev would “make furth- 
er use of his conversations 
with Macmillan to the detri- 
ment not so much of the West’s 
family relations as of success 
in the impending negotiations 
between the two sides.” 


Mideast Trouble Signs 


In the view of the few colum- 
nists who have averted their 
eyes from the problems of Ger- 
many, there is considerable 
trouble brewing in the Middle 


East, possibly a crisis of great-. 
er importance than the Euro- 


pean problems currently in the 
limelight. 

Cc. L. Sulzberger said that the 
Western powers are entertain- 
ing the notion that the manu- 
factured Berlin crisis and nego- 
tiations may have been planned 
by the Soviet as a cover-up for 
grander designs in the Middle 
East. The overthrow of the 
Shah’s Government in Iran 
seems to be the focal point of 
the strategy. Not the Soviet it- 
self but “proxies” would be in- 
volved: externally from Iraq, “a 
state rapidly moving toward the 
Iron Curtain,” and internally 
from the powerful Kashgai 
tribe, which is contemplating 
war against the Shah. The U.S. 
has special obligations here. 

“In a highly unusual bilateral 
accord, we have not only 
guaranteed Iranian ,territorial 
sovereignty but we have virtu- 
ally guaranteed to uphold the 
existing regime. It will there- 
fore be a tricky business to de- 
termine how we should react if 
a-non-Communist revolution ex- 
plodes in Iran while we bargain 
with the Russians about Eu- 
rope.” 

There are indications, too, 
wrote Sulzberger, that the Shah 
is working to overthrow the 
Kassem Government in Iraq, 
and it cannot be forecast wheth- 
er the next upheaval will come 
in Iraq or Iran. “But one can 
forecast serious trouble in the 
Middle East where the stakes 
are huge,” probably during the 
European negotiations or im- 
mediately afterward. 

Joseph Alsop stated that the 
British still believe that Kassem 
has not lost his power to con- 
trol the Communists in Iraq if 
he so chooses. They also con- 
sider the Nasser-Kassem strug- 
gle as a protection of Britain's 
hold on its Middle Eastern oil 
sources, like the sheikhdom of 
Kuwait. But instead of Kassem 
asserting his independence, said 
Alsop, “the consolidation of 
Communist power in Baghdad is 
still more probable, by a very 
wide margin” and “if the Com- 
munists can consolidate in Iraq, 
the Kremlin’s heat will be turn- 
ed on Iran with excellent chance 
of success.” “But fhere is no 
constructive, unified Western 
or Anglo-American plan _ for 
meeting this massive’ flank at- 
tack. There hardly can be, when 
everyone is busy worrying about 
the attack on the center, at 
Berlin.”
